WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Despite 
the statement of Secretary of War 
Stimson that the Army would 
eventually be built up to a 
strength of 7,500,000‘men, there has 
been no final decision on the size 
of the nation’s armed forces. 

It is in fact still a matter of 
controversy, with the. ultimate 
word yet to come from President 
Roosevelt, the Post-Dispatch has 
learned from an authoritative 


source, 
The Army wants @ force of 7,- 
500,000. There is no doubt of that. 


But an important faction within 
the administration feels that this 
total is far too large. 

Those familiar with the work- 
ings of lend-lease in relation to 
America’s productive capacity be- 
lieve that to equip and train a 
greatly expanded Army would be 
to dry up entirely the flow of 
lend-lease materials. The small 
amount we are sending to Russia, 
the comparatively substantial 
amount going to Britain, and the 
minute amount to China would be 
all but stopped. 

Effect on Lend-Lease, 

Those opposed to expanding the 
Army to 7,500,000 argue that to do 
this would be to fail to use the 
great body of trained men now in 
the field. Instead of decreasing or 
stopping the flow to China and 
Russia, they urge that it be in- 
creased; that planes be flown to 
Russia over the northern route to 


make it possible eventually for the 
Soviets to launch a sizable offen- 


sive against the invading Nazis. 


Their most potent argument is 
that the war will be prolonged for 


several years if America insists on 
training and equipping such a huge 


force, and thereby withholding 
equipment needed now. They esti- 


mate that if such action is taken 
the war may last three to four 
years longer. 

A factor, of course, is the man 


power problem. There are now 


about four million men in the 
Army. To draft another 3,500,000, 


as Stimson and high-ranking Army 


officers advocate, would inevitably 
mean taking men out of produc 
tion. While they could be replaced 
eventually, the immediate effect on 
industry would be serious. 

One of the strongest arguments 
of the military men is that a large 
force will be necessary to police 
the world in the chaos that is like- 


ly to follow the cessation of hos-

It is interesting to note how 
often consideration of relative roles 
of the peace conference enters into 
discussion among the Allies. In 
both Moscow and Chungking there 
is a deeprooted suspicion that 
Britain and America want to dic- 
tate the peace—an Anglo-Saxon 
peace. Insistence on an army of 
7,500,000 will strengthen that suspi- 
cion. 

Those who argue against expan- 


gion to that total insist that by 
using the forces our Allies already 
have in the field the war can be 


won with an American Army of 


five million, an expansion of only 
a million. We now have in foreign 


gervice, according to the latest 
statements of military men, about 


800,000 soldiers and their officers. 
To get that many to foreign fronts 
we had to use every foot of avail- 
able shipping. It takes little imag- 


ination to realize what it would 


mean to send an army of three or 
four million overseas and then to 


supply them. 

The 7,500,000 figure does not in- 
elude, of course, men serving in 
the Navy or any of its branches. 


The total overall figure would be

THIRD AXIS AIR DEFEAT 
AT MALTA THIS YEAR 
CALLED BIGGEST YET 


LONDON, Nov. 3 (AP). 
HE Air Ministry described 
the mid-October air battle 
over Malta today as a “de- 
liberate trial of strength” by 
the Axis and said that the ene- 
my, with 138 planes shot down, 
had suffered such a disaster he 
had to call quits after 10 days. 

It compared “infinitesimal” 
damage to Malta In the raids 
with the enemy’s “staggering” 
losses, 

The ministry ranked October 
as the biggest of three air de- 
feats for the Axis over Malta 
this year.

TORPEDOING 


Path of Missiles to Save 
- Other Ships. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 3 (AP). 
—Through “Irish luck,” a “mira- 
cle” and “some swell work on the 
part of the men,” every person 
aboard the destroyer O’Brien was 
alive today to tell of the torpedo- 
ing which sent the warship down. 
These reasons for the almost un- 
precedented lack of fatality were 
set forth by Lieut. Commander 
Thomas Burrowes, 38 years old, 
of Keyport, N. J., commanding of- 
ficer of the vessel which was de- 
stroyed in the same action in the 
Pacific Sept, 15 in which the U.S. 
aircraft carrier Wasp was lost. 
The commander desired particu- 
larly “that the families of the men 
aboard our ship know that while 
there were a few minor injuries, 
not one among our more than 200 
men was killed.” 

It wag after a considerable lapse 
of time and distance that the 
O’Brien finally sank, following the 
torpedoing, and even then “we. 
were on life rafts only 30 minutes 
or so before our escorts picked 
us up.” 

Commander Burrowes, accom- 
panied by seven of his officers and 
men, was interviewed at naval 
headquarters here. 

The commander atill was 
chuckling at messages the O’Brien 
received from other ships whose 
officers thought the destroyer put 
itself in the way of the torpedoes 
purposely to save other vessels. 
“That would be quite dangerous 
practice,” he remarked. 

He said, too, he still recalled 
having received a message asking 
the O’Brien “Are you all right?” 
after the torpedo smashed home. 
“I was awfully tempted to re- 
ply, ‘What do you think?’” he said 
with a grin. 

All the men at the conference 
agreed the destroyer’s crew want- 
ed another ship right away so they 
could stay together.

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GIRL ACUSER TESTIFIES 
AT FLYNN ATTACK TRL 


She Became Ill at Gay Party 
and Actor Followed 
Her, She Says. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 3 (AP).— 
A 17-year-old girl, having told her 
story that Errol Flynn attacked 
her at a recent gay party in a 
fashionable Bel-Air home, stepped 
aside today to permit another 17- 
year-old girl to testify against the 
33-year-old film actor. 

First to testify at a preliminary 
hearing was Betty Hansen, a soda 
fountain attendant. 

Waiting to testify tomorrow, fol- 
lowing a recess today, is Peggy La 
Rue Satterle, daughter of a hotel 
chef. Recently a Hollywood night 
club entertainer, she charges that 
Flynn twice attacked her while on 
a yachting trip to nearby Catalina 
Island in 1941 when she was ohly 
15. 

Flynn sat grim-faced through 
most of Miss Hansen’s testimony, 
but chuckled when she testified 
she had tried to “play up” to him, 
but didn’t think much of him as 
an actor. 

Miss Hansen, who came here 
from Lincoln, Neb., said that after 
a gay dinner party and a swim at 
the home of Fred McEvoy, 
wealthy British sportsman, she be- 
came ill and Flynn accompanied 
her to an upstairs bedroom, 

After the alleged statutory of- 
fense, Miss Hansen testified Lynne 
Boyer; one of the guests, knocked 
on the door, saying she wanted to 
use the telephone, but that the 
actor told her to use the one down- 
stairs. es 

Testifying later, Miss Boyer 
said: “Flynn told me I could come 
in if'I wanted to. He said he 
was taking a shower.” 

Hesitating, Miss Boyer then 
amended: “. .. we were taking a 
shower. Then I heard a giggle 
from the room.” 

When asked if Flynn and Miss 
Hansen were in the living room 
downstairs while she was giving 
an Oriental dance, an entertainer, 
Agnes (Chi-Chi) Toupes, replied: 
“T don’t know, because even with 
my eyes open I don’t know who is 
present when I dance.” 

Later she said she did not think 
either Flynn or Miss Hansen was 
present when she finished her 
dance. 

Miss Hansen ended her testi- 
mony byjstating that Flynn kissed 
her goodby and left the party, 
promising to telephone her the fol- 
lowing night. 

But he didn’t call, she stated, 
adding that she didn’t see him 
again until two weeks later, after 
she was in custody of juvenile au- 
thorities.

After'killing 250 Germans in 
the repulse of two attacks, “Red 
Army troops were forced to fall 
back toward the snow-sheathed 
mountains from Nalchik, the Rus- 
sians said. 

Red Star said the two German 
tank divisions striking southeast- 
ward from Nalchik were the thir- 
teenth and twenty-third, which 
were previously reported checked 
in the fighting about Mozdok, 50 
miles to the northeast. Russian 
dispatches did not explain the 
presence of enemy seamen in. the 
fighting, raging across the rich 
fields, low mountains and swift 
rivers of the little Kabadino-Bal- 
karia autonomous republic. 

“On one sector the enemy at- 
tacked with more than 100 tanks, 
accompanied by autornatic rifle- 
men and supported by 70 planes,” 
the midnight communique said. 
“Our gunners disabled 11 German 
tanks.” 

Pravda, the Communist party 
newspaper, estimated that 38,000 
Germans had ben killed, wounded 
or captured in September and Oc- 
tober during their vain attempt 
to break through the Mozdok 
region, an offensive succeeded by 
the flanking drive toward the 


Grozney oil fields and the Cau- 
casus military highways. 

Despite reinforcements of the 
invaders, the enemy was thrown 
out of several buildings in a fac- 
tory district at Stalingrad by coun- 
terattacking Russians, the noon 
communique said. 

“Our troops repulsed enemy at- 
tacks and consolidated positions 
which they occupied,” it was an- 
nounced. 

Nazi fortifications and block- 
houses were reported destroyed on 
the southern outskirts of Stalin- 
grad. Sub-machine gunners of 
Marshal Semyon Timoshenko’s 
army striking against the German 
left flank northwest of the city 
were reported to have shot up an 
enemy concentration, annihilating 
about a company of troops. 

A steady advance was indicated 
in Soviet counterattacks against 
the invaders in the Western Cau- 
casus. 

“Northeast of Tuapse our troops 
dislodged the enemy from their 
positions and occupied several 
heights,” the Russians said. ‘Two 
hundred and fifty Germans were 
killed in this engagement, in which 
booty and prisoners were taken,” 


GERMANS RE-LIST 
GAINS IN RUSSIA 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3 (AP).—The 
German radio, apparently with the 
idea of minimizing the failure to 
capture Stalingrad, and to attain 
the major objective of destruction 
of the ‘Red Army, broadcast today 
a 1300-word summary of the war 


in Russia to recall victories of the 
past. The occasion given for thé 
detailed re-listing of Nazi gains 
was that today is the 500th day of 
the struggle on the East front. 
“Five hundred days of war,” the 
broadcast said in summary, “have 


seriously wounded and prisoners.”

BRITISH ADVANCE 
"SEVERAL MILES 


By EDWARD KENNEDY 

CAIRO, Nov. 3 (AP).—British 
tanks in force have clashed with 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
armored units in the biggest tank 
battle of the 11-day-old Allied drive 
in Egypt with fighting swirling 
around Tel El Akakir—the “Hill 
of Wicked Men’—where the Brit- 
ish infantry assault has knifed 
16 miles deep into the Axis defense 
zone. 

British Gain Several Miles, 

The British Eighth Army of 
Lieut. Gen. Montgomery  an- 
nounced that many of the enemy 
surrendered in one sector follow- 
ing a fierce bombardment of Axis 
positions by American and British 
planes. | 

The scene of the tank fighting 
is one of the highest points along 
the center of the present tightly- 
hemmed battlezone between the 
Mediterranean and the, Qatarra 
salt marshes. 

It is 16 miles beyond the long- 
stabilized defense line through the 
ridges sduthwest of El Alamein, 
and represents a gain of several 
miles by British infantry which 
slashed forward under their own 
artillery barrage during the hours 
just before the tank clash devel- 
oped yesterday at dawn. . 

The infantry won a_ position 
which partly pocketed a consider- 
able Axis force. That was when 
Rommel sent his long-reserved 
armor into action—and that was 
the moment for which the British 
had prepared, .Their own tanks 
stormed into the fight, and the 
first big scale test of armored 
might was under way. 

Tanks Relieve Australians, 

The Australians who spearhead- 
ed the initial British thrust along 
the coastal rail line where Axis 
forward forces were hemmed in 
against the sea bore the brunt of 
Rommel’s tank assault for the re- 
lief of hic trapped troops. The 
British tank onslaught, in turn, 
eased the pressure on the Aus- 
tralians and permitted the Im- 
perial land forces to continue their 
mop-up. 

Dispatches said numerous Nazi 
tanks were knacked out in the 
clash of steel, while elsewhere the 
battlezone was strewn in places 
with the bodies of Germans who 
tried in vain to escape the trap. 

Today’s British communique said 
the wedge driven into the center 
of the Axis line by infantry was 
“an important advance” in which 
many prisoners were taken, It re- 
ported “an armored battle on a 
considerable scale developed and 
continued all day.” 

The clash of the tank forces was 
accompanied by a terrific and 
highly effective assault by Al- 
lied air .striking forces, includ- 
ing American bombers, lasting 
throughout yesterday and last 
night. . 

Still in command of the air, the 
Allied flyers ranged up and down 
the lines, bombing and strafing 
Axis positions and ranged far be- 
hind the battlefront to enemy-held 
Tobruk and other German and 
Italian communications, 

American heavy bombers made 
the attack on Tobruk, where di- 
‘rect bomb hits started huge orange 
|and yellow fires which U. 8. Head- 
‘quarters reported sent smoke 
clouds rolling 3000 feet above the 
harbor. ; 

One Axis fighter was shot do 
and a second probably destroyed. 

U. 8. medium bombers struck 
at enemy positions along’ the 
southern sector of the El Alamein 
front and were credited with at 
least three direct hits on Axis 
tanks and destruction of at least 
seven planes of an enemy concen- 
tration caught on the ground in a 
raid on Marten h, 

Bombers scored direct hits on

A round robin urging President 
Roosevelt to appoint Democratic 
Leader Alben W. Barkley of Ken- 
tucky to the Supreme Court was 
in circulation among members of 
the Senate today with the prospect 
that it soon would be signed by a 
bi-partisan majority . 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, who addressed the letter to 
the President, told reporters he 
was convinced no more suitable 
man than Barkley could be found 
to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of Associate Justice 
James F. Byrnes to become Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Director. 

Few politically-minded legislators 
gave Barkley much more than an 


outside chance for the.  appoint- 
ment. A move vacating the Sen- 
ate majority leadership would be 
almost certain to be followed by a 
hot contest which might find the 
administration hard pressed to 
keep this highly important posi- 
tion in entirely friendly hands. 

The petition, outlining the Dem- 
ocratic leader’s record during 29 
years in Congress, is reported to 
bear the signatures of several Re- 
publicans, as well as most of the 
Democratic Senators who were in 
town. 

Barkley, who served as prosecut- 
ing attorney and County Judge of 
McCracken County, Kentucky, be- 
fore his election to the House in 
1913, has been majority leader of 
Senate since 1937.

SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRA- 
LIA, Nov, 3—Recapture of the 
Kokoda airarome, as announced by 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
mand today, was preceded by a 
thorough cleanup of . Japanese 
flanks under orders of Gen. Sir 
Thomas Blamey, Australian\ com- 
mander of Allied ground forces in 
the New Guinea campaign. 

While three Japanese bombers 
were dutifully but ineffectually us- 
ing the last rays of the sinking 
moon to bomb Port Moresby yes- 
terday, Australian ground troops 
pursued their thrust in the Owen 
Stanley Range. They pocketed 
Alola— a settlement consisting of 
seven thoroughly machine-gunned 
grass huts—whereupon the sweat- 
ing but determined troops moved 
beyond Isurava. This point is 
about 6000 feet above sea level, or 
4500 feet above Kokoda. 

Their advance next took in Au- 
iri, another pinpoint village, which, 
however, lies considerably east of 
the main trail to Kokoda.

—The Southwest Pacific land and 
air commands sent congratulations 
today to all ranks of the Allied 
Army in- New Guinea “on their 
magnificent efforts leading to the 
capture of Kokoda.” 

The Allied entry into the town 
was unopposed, since the terrain 
there offers comparatively small 
defensive possibilities, and the 
troops pushed on in the same sys- 
tematic manner which brought 
them over the Owen Stanley Moun- 
tains. 

Along the road to Buna, jungle 
and rivers combine to provide 
formidable natural obstacles and 
more easily defended positions for 
the Japanese. 

The view was taken here that 
the Japanese have no intention of 
giving up New Guinea and they 
are expected to fight on the north 
coast with everything available to 
them. 

Kokoda has loomed large in the 
news since the-Japanese captured 
it Aug. 3, but its few structures 
are gone now or damaged beyond 
use as a result of the almost daily 
bombing and strafing sweeps by 
low-flying Allied planes,

recall, the situation at besieged 
Malta became critical. That island 
fortress, within flying range of 
Sicilian airdromes, was subjected 
to incessant bombing by German 
and Italian planes. Malta was go- 
ing short of planes and flyers for 
defense, President Roosevelt or- 
dered the Wasp out of the North 
Atlantic and into the Mediterra- 
nean to do a job. The Wasp did 
it. Not once but twice she ran 
planes into Malta, beating off sav- 
age assaults from Nazi dive-bomb- 
ers. For its glorious exploits the 
Wasp was commended by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill, 

Turning its back on Mare Nos- 
trum, cutting across the familiar 
Atlantic and heading out into the 
unknown Pacific, the Wasp and its 
men had reason to feel the worst 
was over. The slant-eyed Japs had 
no ships like the Von Tirpitz and 
no planes like the Messerschmitt. 
As gunners, the squinty Nipponese 
were ranked below the German 
and closer to the Italian and Ru- 
manian. But advance estimates 
and calculations went wrong some- 
where. Planes had to be rushed to 
Guadalcanal, Once again the Wasp 
was assigned to a suicidal task. 
On this mission courage and skill 
were not enough; time and luck 
had run out for the Wasp. 


An Outstanding Hero. 


I lost a home and friends when 
the Wasp went down in a blaze of 
glory. One cannot live and travel 
thousands of miles on a ship, as I 
did on the Wasp last year, without 
feeling a deep attachment for the 
ship and the people who invest it 
with personality. I am proud to say 
that I knew Jack Shea, one of the 
outstanding heroes among the 1800 
aboard the Wasp. The majority of 
the 1800 were saved; Jack Shea 
was not. 

The little boy who stood on the 
burning deck had nothing on my 
gallant friend Jack. In the words 
of his skipper: 

“Lieut. Commander John J. 
Shea of Boston personally took 
charge of fighting the fire on the 
flight deck, displaying great cour- 
age and devotion to duty and dis- 
regarding the danger of exploding 
ammunition and debris filling the 
air and rapidly spreading fire. He 
was last seen on the flight deck 
just before another large explosion 
filled the air with fragments.” 
That would be Jack Shea to a T. 
He was the flight-deck officer of 
the Wasp. The flight deck was 
his assignment, his reason for be- 
ing, his whole life—except for his 
wife and their small son back in 
Massachusetts. He would guard 
the flight deck as he would his 
own family.

HEN the annals of this war are composed, no chapter in our 
naval history will appeaY brighter than that of the U. S. S.

The officers generally were re- 
signed to death, but there was live- 
ly speculation as to the form and 
date of it. 

“I don’t mind dying any old 
time,” said the chaplain. “I’ve lived 
a full life, been everywhere, seen 
everything. I’m prepared to meet 
my Maker.”

“I’m just as pre- 
pared to die as you are, if I have 
to.

The only other choice would be 
a stubborn and _ unconscionably 
wasteful effort to hold on to Kiska 
despite the devastating power of 
the improved American position. 

There are signs which may in- 
dicate that Tokyo has already 
made its. choice, and that the de- 
cision is to pack up and get out. 

The island of Attu, westernmost 
link in the chain, apparently has 
been abandoned. 

Army reconnaissance pilots dis- 
covered this when they flew over 
the island on Sept. 23. Subsequent- 
ly, they took photographs, under 
conditions of good visibility, which 
show no evidences of the former 
Japanese installations. There is no 
shipping of any kind in Chicagof 
harbor. Tents which had been 
sprinkled liberally over some sec- 
tions of Attu are gone. So are the 
guns from their emplacements. 
Only the scattered houses and 
shacks of the small native vil- 
lage, which existed on the island 
when the Japanese came early in 
June, remain, 

So it appears from the air. 
There is, of course, the possibility 
of a well-laid trap. 


Activity at Kiska. 

Kiska itself shows signs of in- 
creased and frantic activity. Traf- 
fic has been heavy in Kiska har- 
bor. Unusual numbers of supply 
and transport ships have appeared 
during the past. several] days. This 
of course, can mean either that 
the Japanese are getting out, or 
that they are moving in with new) 
supplies, men and weapons. 

Either way, in the opinion of 
every qualified observer, we have 
them “over a barrel.” 

Our air strength, based now in 
the~-immediate vicinity of Kiska 
harbor, is tremendous. In two 
more massed bombing and strafing 
attacks this week, our bombers 
and fighters dealt vicious punish- 
ment to both shore units and ship- 
ping. They killed hundreds of 
Japanese sailors and ground crews 
besides. For the Japanese to get 
out of Kiska, at this stage, may 
prove quite as costly as any ef- 
fort to get in with adequate re- 
inforcements. 

Indeed, it is difficult to conceive 
what sort of reinforcements might 
deserve to be called “adequate.” 

It would require great quantities 
of air power to extinguish our new 
bases. How is it to be got up here, 
and whence would it operate once 
it had arrived? It now seems as- 
sured that the Japanese never did 
finish their runway on  Kiska. 
Naval aviators, from a ship at- 
tacked by bombers several weeks 
ago off Atka, stick to their story 
that the attacker was a Japanese 
twin-engined, land-based bomber, 
and insist that they could not be 
mistaken. But if such equipment 
was really there, it must either 
have flown from a fantastic dis- 
tance, or from a carrier. 
Conservative naval and military 
opinion estimates that at this stage 
a major part of the Japanese fleet, 
including carriers, would be re- 
quired to save face in the Aleu-

May I direct attention to our local Dis- 
trict Judge, Robert Nugen Wilkin, who 
now sits on the bench formerly occupied 
by Mr, Justice Clarke, who, as a District 

Judge from this district, was appointed 

to the Supreme Court by President Wil- 

gon in 1916 and served until his retire- 


ment in 1922? 


The esteem and confidence in which 
Judge Wilkin is held in this part of the 
country is indicated in a letter which 
was addressed to the President of the 
United States by the president of the 
Cleveland Bar Association, His speech- 
es on the radio and before civic bodies 
reflect Judge Wilkin’s erudition and so- 
cial, economic and legal philosophy. 

One of his outstanding distinctions, as 
contrasted with former District Judges 
in this locality, is the fact that he not 
only finds time but “feels free to partici- 
pate in the affairs of the community and 
shares his scholarship and wisdom with 
his fellow-citizens,” as stated in an edi- 
torial in the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

The modesty of this jurist forbids his 
participation in any advancement of his 
own elevation to the high office of Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court.

It is an impossibility for the Democrats 
to lose the Senate, but there is a chance at least that 
they may yield control of the House of Representa- 
tives, where they have been in power for 12 years, 

Notwithstanding an almost certain increase in the 
Republican membership, President Roosevelt has is- 
sued no statement designed to influence voting gen- 
erally. The’only references he has made to candi- 
dates concern the race for Governor in New York 
and the campaign of Senator Norris for re-election 
in Nebraska. Both obviously are special cases. ‘The 
campaign ended yesterday without so much as a sug- 
gestion of a repetition of the disastrous appeal of 
Woodrow Wilson for a Democratic Congress in 1918. 
The President perhaps wanted to avoid Wilson’s 
mistake. 

In some areas, Democratic campaigners sought to 
draw the line of patriotism in voting. Mayor Kelly 
of Chicago, for example, preached the doctrine that 
a Republican vote is a vote against a successful 
prosecution of the war. Other Democratic orators 
have tried to bring Hitler into congressional races. 
This, of course, is fantastic—just as fantastic as the 
Republican claim that their partisans must be elected 
if the war administration is to be improved suffi- 
ciently to enable us to win. To borrow a phrase 
from Wendell Willkie, this is all just so much “cam- 
paign oratory.” 

Whether the Democrats gain or hold their own, 
whether the Republicans make sizable inroads in 
the House or take control, the war will remain to 
be won. Whatever the election returns show to- 
morrow, the one tremendous, all-consuming task will 
still be before us. Republicans and Democrats alike 
will have only one aim—to work together to defeat 
Hitler and his Fascist confederates around the world. 
No result of the election can alter that in any way. 

Democracy is at work today as the American-peo- 
ple pause briefly in their wartime occupations to 
go to their precinct polling places. It will go right 
on working after the election. Indeed, if we know 
anything about the great job before us, it will be 
redoubling its efforts!

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ANOTHER MEDAL FOR CONGRESSMAN MAAS. 

In World War I, Melvin J, Maas, now a Republican 
member of Congress from Minnesota, served 10 
months overseas as a Marine aviator, In Congress, 
as an advocate of preparedness, he has been caustic 
in his attacks on brass hats. Specializing on the 
Navy, he assailed the Annapolis system in particular, 
Some of his peacetime magazine articles stung the 
Navy deeply. 

During his first term in Congress, Maas dis- 
tinguished himself when a demented man waved a 
pistol in the gallery.

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PALESTINE AFTER THE WAR. 

Wendell Willkie touches on another important 
world issue in his statement urging post-war “es- 
tablishment of a Jewish national home in Palestine 
in fulfillment of the promise contained in the Bal- 
four Declaration.” 

It is just 25 years ago this week that issuance 
of the Balfour Declaration roused hope for establish- 
ment of sucha refuge after World War I. Anda 
great deal has been done; thousands of colonists 
and millions of dollars have brought new life to 


ancient Palestine, and many victims of persecution | 


in Europe have found shelter there. But the project 
encountered obstacles in imperial politics, for con- 
flicting promises had been made to the Arabs, the 
Balfour Declaration was variously interpreted, Jew- 
ish immigration was drastically restricted and strife 
has handicapped the country’s development. 

After the war, the homeless Jews who have sur- 
vived Nazi Europe’s pogroms will furnish an urgent 
reason for clarifying policies in the Holy Land to 
‘make possible the fulfillment of the original dream. 
Many will doubtless wish to settle in Palestine, to 
start life anew. As it is, the Zionist settlers are 
strong supporters of the Allied cause, while many 
Arabs have followed the urgings of Axis propagan- 
dists and disturbers. The failure of appgasement in 
the Arab world, as in Europe, should have its influ- 
ence on post-war policies.

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A NEW HONOR FOR DR. GOEBBELS. 

A widely known American organization has just 
elected Dr. Paul Josef Goebbels to honorary mem- 
bership and conferred a high award upon him, This 
isn’t a case for the FBI, however. In fact, the 
stanchest patriot will have not a single objection 
when he learns the name of the society which has 
thug recognized the distinctive talents of the Nazi 
Propaganda Minister. ; 

The organization is the Burlington (Wis.) Liars’ 
Club, which breaks into thé news every Jan. 2 with 
its selection of the year’s tallest story. After its 
officers had heard and read a few of the Goebbels 
efforts, they gave up in despair. In a tense execu- 
tive session, they decided that no amateur could 
even approach his lofty standard of prevarication.

Slacker Silver: A National Scandal

Metal is badly needed in war industries, Treasury has many tons 
of it, but Senate bloc forbids its use; silverites. want to preserve 
subsidy and support currency expansion theorists; repeal of law 
is urged, to put useful commodity to work and end political control.

ILVER has recently been dubbed the 
S slacker metal, Not silver but its man- 

agers, a small but powerful congression- 
al silver bloc, must bear the brunt of that 
criticism. 

An indictment before the bar of public 
opinion of those preventing silver from 
doing its full share in this war would con- 
tain the following counts: 

Silver is now a strategic metal, badly 
needed in war.industries. Yet a huge un- 
used hoard, barred from industrial use, lies 
in the Treasury’s vaults, 

Civilian silver-fabricating industries are 
faced with shutdown and thousands of 
skilled workmen face unempl ent be- 
cause the industry cannot obtain silver. 

Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
has shown that the Government-hoarded 
silver supply is more than adequate, if re- 
leased, for war and civilian industries, as 
well as coinage. But he and Donald Nelson, 
Production Board chief, have been pre- 
vented from putting Treasury silver to con- 
sumptive uses. 

The needed Treasury silver is withheld 
from industry by the congressional silver 
bloc for the chief purpose, apparently, of 
maintaining a subsidy for the silver-mine 
interests in this country and supporting the 
beliefs of currency expansionists. 

The only concession yet made by the 
silver bloc permitting silver to join the war 
effort is the feeble plan to lend some 
Treasury silver for purposes where it will 
not be consumed, 

The silver bloc has maneuvered our 
Government into permitting our importers 
to pay premium prices for Mexican silver 
to protect the subsidy of our domestic silver 


producers. 
* * 


These charges, ‘and the facts which sup- 
port them, picture the current tactics of 
the congressional silver bloc as another un- 
fortunate chapter in a decade of unfortun- 
ate silverite history. 

Today, war industry badly needs as much 
of our hoarded Treasury silver as it can 
get. Silver is needed as an ingredient in 
high-grade solder, in durable electrical con- 
tacts, connections, coils, antennae and 
engine bearings, particularly in heavy-duty 
and radial-type air-cooled engines. 

It is needed in airplane controls, gun 
mechanisms and in a multitude of electrical 
devices vital in war. It is needed as a 
silver-brazing alloy. It is needed to provide 
corrosion-resistant surfaces on other metals 
and for surgical and medical instruments. 
It is needed in photography, container 
linings, mirrors, medicine, dentistry and 
certain chemical industries, 

In April-May, 1942, the Treasury’s. free 
silver totaled about 47,000 short tons, and 
Morgenthau made an 
agreement with Nelson to lend 40,000 tons 
for use as bus bars in electrolytic and other 
defense plants. 

But Nelson needed, and needs, more than 
40,000 tons, and more than the remaining 
7000 tons of Treasury free silver. He.needs 
part of the additional 66,500 tons which the 
Treasury owns, but which is not legally 
free. For one thing, synthetic-rubber pro- 
duction would be hastened if silver could 
be used in new plants. There are a great 
many other uses of similar importance for 
silver, but all would consume the metal and 
it could not be returned to the Treasury. 

* + * 


Since the Secretary eannot sell any of his | 


accumulated silver except under conditions 
not likely to be realized, the obvious and 
simple way of getting silver into productive 
service is to repeal the various silver-pur- 
chase laws which tie his hands. Morgen 
thau has recommended that very thing. 
In a press conference on March 30, 1942, 
he gaid, “I have recommended twice now 
on the Hill this year that all silver legisla- 
tion be struck off the books.” His recom- 
mendation was supported by Marriner 
Eccles, chairman of the Board of Governors 
of the Federal] Reserve System, and by a 


large group of experienced monetary econo- 


mists. , 

But the silver bloc said No. Furthermore, 
they required the Secretary of the Treasury 
as the price for any co-operation from 
them, not to ask for repeal of their silver- 
purchase and silver-subsidy laws, Not only 
that; they got from him a truce according 
to which he could handle silver problems 
only as this bloc decided. 

* a « 


The history of the silverites’ activities, 
even in peacetime and especially during 
the last decade, has frequently been called 
“disgraceful” by thoughtful and informed 
people. It is a matter of record that sev- 
eral leading silverites and their friends 
speculated in silver during 1933-34. On 
April 24, 1934, Secretary Morgenthau pub- 
lished a partial list of speculators and sug- 
gested that if the Senate wished to know 
more about the matter, it should make its 
own investigation. The Senate has never 
done anything further about this episode. 

The arguments of the silverites have, in 
the opinion of competent critics who have 
fought them, been in the main fallacious. 
Some of their contentions have been called 
grotesque, demagogic, downright wicked. 

They insisted, with apparent seriousness, 
that a rise in the price of silver would aid 
China, whereas the fact is that it forced 
China off the silver.standard and onto an 
inconvertible paper currency which is ex- 
acting terrible penalties in the form of 
fantastically high prices for commodities 
and services at the very time that she is 
fighting for her life against Japan. 

The silverites claim that their program 
would penalize Japan, but the fact is that it 
was Japan and Japanese imperialism ifi the 
Orient that gained from the rise in the 
world price of silver, forced by our silver- 
ites. Japan made large profits by smug- 
gling silver out of China and selling it to 
the United States Treasury through London, 

The silverites claimed that their program 
would benefit Mexico, whereas the fact is 
that it plunged our Southern neighbor into 
a chaotic monetary and economic situation. 

The silver miners contend that many of 
their mines would close if they were de- 
prived of the subsidy. This is answered by 
the fact that nearly 69 per cent of our do- 
mestic silver output is a by-product of other 
mining which ig steadily increasing under 
war demands. 

In April ef this year, the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare took control of silver ex- 
ports to prevent our silver from falling 
intoe the hands of Hitler’s agents, who 
know how to make good use of it for war 
purposes.’ Now they see our congressional 
silver bloc refusing to relinquish our hoard- 
ed silver for consumption in our own war 
industries so that our armed forces can the 
more quickly and effectively lick Hitler. 
Beautiful silver trophies won by hard work 
are being sacrificed by patriotic citizens, 
but unworked bullion lying at West Point 
is being withheld by the silver bloc.

All that need be done to solve our silver 


problem is for Congress to repeal the sil- 
ver-purchase laws, end the silver subsidy 
and release all Treasury silver, except, per- 
haps, existing silver dollars and fractional 
silver coins, at natural market or average 
prices to industry—war industries first, 
civilian second. : 

Such a step, it is contended, would have 
the double advantage, apart from ending 
the subsidy, of placing silver where it is 
most needed and, at the same time, of im- 
proving our currency structure by giving 
it a better quality and by putting a curb 
on its increase, from this source at least, at 
a time when the currency is expanding too 
rapidly. 

If Congress were to take, in behalf of 
the American people, the steps suggested, 
it would end what our most responsible, 
capable and objective leaders in the field 
of money regard as an unfortunate chhp- 
ter, already far too long, in American po- 
litical, economic and monetary history,

Flown on Trip in Which Col. Percy J. Car- 


roll Evacuated 375. 


From Philippines. 


The American and Red * 
flags that flew from the mast of 
the Mactan, converted hospital 
ship in which Col.*Percy J. Carroll 
of St. Louis evacuated 375 persons 
from the Philippines last winter, 
have been sent by Col. Carroll to 
his wife, Mrs. Helen Carroll, 31 
Enfield road, Olivette. 

In a letter that accompanied the 
flags, Col. Carroll explained that 
they “didn’t look very good,” be- 
ing tattered and stained, but added 
they “mean a lot to me.” He asked 
Mrs. Carroll to keep them until 
his return from the Pacific area. 
Col. Carroll, a Medical Corps offi- 
cer, is pow in Australia as chief 
surgeon for the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces. ‘ 

The heroic voyage of the Mactan 
from Manila to Australia began 
last New Year’s eve, and required 
five week to reach Sidney. When 
it became apparent Manila would 
fall, Col, Carro'l.tcok over the ves- 
sel, an o'd inter-island freighter 
built to carry no more than 75 per- 


sons and put more than 350 wound- 
ed and a small number of Filipino 
doctors and nurses aboard, and set 
out. * 

The ship almost met disaster 
when passing Corregidor. One bat- 
tery of artillery had not been 
warned it was to pass, and came 
near firing. Soon after it put to 
sea the ship was found to be in- 
fested with ants, which crawled 
under the dressings of the wound- 
ed. The ship once almost blew up 
because of an overheated power 
plant, and nearly sunk by a storm 
shortly before reaching Port Dar- 
win. It continued to Sidney when 
it was found Darwin was being 
bombed. Australian port author- 
ities pronounced the ship “abso- 
lutely unseaworthy,” when they ex- 
amined it at Sidney. 

Mrs. Carroll said her husband 
reported that the two flags were 
flown the entire voyage from the 
Mactan, and that he took them 
when the trip was over. They were 
mailed last Aug. 24,

They separated in 1925 and he di- 
vorced her in 1936. 

When Mrs. McHie had an- 
nounced plans to change her will in 
1923 she said the reason for the un- 
usual inscription she planned was 
because of the annoyance caused 
by the “schreeching” of choir boys 
in a New York church near which 
she then lived, 

In 1935, Mrs. McHie was re- 
moved from a train at Battle 
Creek, Mich., after trainmen re- 
ported she tried to stuff large 
sums of currency into a coach ven- 
tilator. Police found she was car- 
rying $173,505 in currency and a 
casket of jewels. 

After Mrs. McHie’s death in 1939, 
executors of the estate sued to 
force McHie to pay $9669 in bonds 
he had given his wife in 1926 as 
part of a separation agreement to 
her estate. McHie filed a counter- 
claim, charging she broke the 1926 
agreement, and thus restored a 
1919 reciprocal will agreement un- 
der which he was beneficiary of 
her estate, 

Federal Judge Thomas W. Slick 
upheld McHie’s contention, but the 
appeals court ordered that a judg- 
ment. be returned against McHie 
for the bonds, The appeals court 
overrtled his contention that the 
1919 reciprocal will agreement still 
was in effect and held valid Mrs. 
McHie’s 1929 will in which she left 
the bulk of her estate to the insti- 
tution which trains dogs to lead 
blind persons, 


POSTWAR NEEDS OF WORLD 
DISCUSSED AT TEMPLE ISRAEL 


A round table discussion on 
“What Kind of a Peace Do We 
Americans Want?” was held last 
night at Temple Israel, 5003 
Washington boulevard, the partici- 
pants agreeing that a lasting peace 
may only be assured by a postwar 
organization of nations, with the 
United States paying its part. 

Leadership for the era after the 
war, it was asserted, should be de- 
veloped noW, guarding against a 
return to isolationism.

Speakers included Dean Sidney E. 
Sweet, of Christ Church Cathedral, 
who presided; Dr. Joseph M. Kla- 
mon, professor of economics, Wash- 
ington University; Willard Shelton, 
editor, editorial page, the Star- 
Times, and Sidney Redmond, presi- 
dent- of the St. Louis Chapter of 
the Nationai Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 

Redmond emphasized the neces- 
sity. of practicing democracy in 
dealing with Negroes now; Klamon 
predicted a long war with a debt 
which would cause heavy taxation 
for years to come, and Shelton 
stressed the postwar necessity of 
an association of nations. .

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LONDON, Nov. 3 (AP).—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, investigat- 
ing how Britain eats, discovered 


ahead of many in the United 
States in feeding their workers. 

At the Ministry of Food she was 
told about 1721 Govérnment-spon- 
sored “British restaurants” which 
serve meals for workers for the 
equivalent of 20 cents and 17,000 
factories in which canteens have 
been set up by the employers. 

“Any employer who doesn’t look 
out for feeding his workers,” Lord 
Woolton, Minister of Food, told 
her, “belongs to a by-gone age.” 

“I’m afraid, then, that many in 
the United States belong to a by- 
gone age,” Mrs. Roosevelt 
answered. 

She saw a typical 20-cent menu 
—soup, 4 cents; roast mutton, po- 
tato and turnips, 12 cents; straw- 
berry custard, 4 cents; tea or cof- 
fee, 2 cents extra, 

Laid out on a table was an ex- 
hibit showing a Briton’s weekly 
allowance of those foods which 
have been rationed—four strips of 
‘bacon, 25 cents’ worth of meat, a 
pound of cheese, two ounces of 
butter, four ounces of margarine, 
a half-pound of sugar, two ounces 
of tea, a dish of jam and a quart 
and a half of milk. 

In the ministry's experimental 
kitchens, Mrs. Roosevelt saw lend- 
lease pork sausages, pressed ham 
and egg powder being made into 
many dishes. She marvelled at 
Mrs. Gertrude Sandifer, a Shef- 
field widow, who was cooking a 
whole lend-lease meal of meat, 
dumplings, turnips, onions, par- 
snips, pudding and chocolate cake 
all at once in a steamer impro- 
vised from a kettle and a tin can. 

Mrs. Roosevelt visited a nursery 
where London children are received 
before being sent to the country, 
and made a great hit with a young- 
ster named Terry, who is just about 
as old as the war. 

“Took at my gloves,”, said the 
boy. “Look at my new hat. Would 
you like me to sing to you?” 

He sang.

It pos- 
sible for the next of kin to send 
packages to individual soldiers and 
the keeping ’of the records seems 
to me a very extraordinary piece 
of work. The headquarters are in 
old St. James’s palace and it cer- 
tainly is curious to see the throne 
room and banquet hall filled with 
wooden worktables, typewriters 
and girls hard at work, 

I lunched with the American 
press and enjoyed seeing some fa- 
miliar faces. Afterwards we met 
with representatives of the British 
magazines, Finally, I drove to the 
home of the Duchess of Kent and 
made the acquaintance of the Pres 
ident’s godchild, who is a very 
lovely 4-months’-old baby. 

Back in London, I had a chat 
with Sir Arthur and Lady Murray 
and a number of other people, who 
came in for a short time. Then at 
8 o’clock, I went to see some of 
the centers open for service men 
and women. One Y. W. C. A. cen- 
ter room was given up to dancing 
and another one to a table tennis 
tournament. 

Sees American Soldiers, 

I saw dormitories below the 
ground where, during the blitz, 
people had slept every night and 
where some girls sleep when beds 
are not obtainable in other places. 
I also visited the Y. W. C. A. cen- 
ter run for s€rvice girls only, where 
a hundred or more can be accom- 
modated over the week end. Bed 
and breakfast costs two shillings, 
which is about 40 cents, and a fair 
meal can be had for a little over a 
shilling. Lastly, we went to the 
Hans Crescent American Red 
Cross Club for service men, where 
in full 
Swing and the men seemed to be 
having a very good time. 

As I came out, a boy on the 
steps asked me if I had liked Mag- 
nolia.

SOONG BACK IN CHINA AFTER 
U.S, VISIT, SURE OF VICTORY 


CHUNGKING, Nov. 83 (AP).— 
Foreign Minister T. V. Soong said 
today at his first press conference 
since arriving from Washington 
that he had left the United States 
with “a full and complete assur- 
ange of victory in the not distant 


future.” 


He said he had come back to 
China with the impression that 
“the greatest difficulties are over 
—the worst has passed.” 

“America is building a great 
army, a tough army, an unbeatable 
army,” he declared. “America is 
not fighting to the last Briton or 
the last Russian. She’s in the war 
and means to spare nothing.” 

The question of increased aid to 
China’s armies, he said, was 
“mainly a question of transport 
routes—a question of logistics.

While most Capitol workers were 
at home voting in today’s election, 
these legislative employes sought 
extra clerks, typewriters, sergeant- 
at-arms, doorkeepers and janitors. 
There is a shortage of clerks and 
other employes due to the draft 
and to swollen war plant payrolls 
and the sale of typewriters has 
been restricted, 

J. H. Workman, House custodian 
and assistant chief clerk, had only 
seven typewriters on hand, barely 
enough to keep the necessary rec- 
ords of legislative proceedings, 
providing clerks and typists can be 
found to operate them, 

As for clerks—there won't be 
many available here, where some 
State agencies already are short- 
handed. Workman said he had 
received only two applications for 
jobs normally sought by several 
hundred. 

Some predicted there won't even 
be many legislators here when the 
opening gavel bangs at noon 
tomorrow. If they stay at their 
homes long enough to find out how 
they came out in today’s voting 
and then drive only 35 miles an 
hour en route many won’t be able 
to reach the capital — night- 
fall. 

But most leaders expect enough 
law-makers to show up to start 
the Assembly on its business of 
appropriating a requested $2,400,- 
000 for more than a score of State 
agencies in need of funds.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 3— 
The State Social Security Commis- 
sion yesterday allotted $263,086 for 
direct relief in Missouri during 
November, including $103,905 for 
the city of St. Louis and $4925 for 
St. Louis County, and increased 
the average allowance for relief 
cases, due to winter conditions. 
The state-wide allotment was an 
increase of $29,647 over October 
and the St. Louis allowance $9907 
more than last month. 

The state-wide average allotment 
per relief case for November is 
$20.82, an increase of $2.95 over 
October. In St. Louis the average 
allowance for November per case 
is $24.50, an increase of $3. Relief 
cases average slightly less than. 
three persons each. The state-wide 
allowance for November was based 
on an estimate of 31,581 persons on 
the relief roll, a reduction of 1071 
from October. The St. Louis roll 
for November was estimated at 
10,562 persons, a reduction of 368. 


OPA AUTHORIZES INCREASES 
IN BITUMINGUS COAL PRICES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion authorized bituminous coal re- 
tailers today to adjust their maxi- 
mum price schedules to the extent 
of increased cost resulting from 
higher minimum prices established 
by the Bituminous Coal Division. 

The Bituminous Coal Division 
increased minimum prices, effec- 
tive Oct. 1, by 5 to 30 cents a ton. 
OPA said, however, that mine 
prices generally were higher than 
the new minimum prices and that 
few consumers would have to pay 
higher prices because of the in- 
crease, 


WLB PANEL REJECTS PLEA 
FOR STRIKE PENALTY CLAUSE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 — 
A majority of War Labor Board 
panel has recommended that the 
board reject the request of Jones 
& Laughlin Steel Co. for a strike 
penalty clause of $1 a day per 
man in its contract with the CIO 
United Steel Workers. 

The labor and public members 
of the panel, opposing this pro- 
posal of the company, also recom- 
mended the same contract terms 
which were ordered in the United 
States Steel case. These were an 
increase of 5% cents an hour retro- 
active to Feb, 15, a maintenance 
of membership clause, and a check- 
off. 


U. S. DRIED PORK CONTRACTS 


CHICAGO, Nov. 3 (AP).—The 
Cudahy Packing Co. yesterday an- 
nounced it had received a contract 
from the Government for 110,000 
pounds of dehydrated pork for 
lend-lease shipment abroad. 

The company said the new pro- 
cess dehydrated product, which re- 
quires only a small part of the 
space now used in shipping cured 
and frozen pork, is made by cutting 
the meat into small cubes and 
cooking it. It is then placed in a 
vacuum dehydrator. When ready 
for use, it is restored by the addi- 
tion of water.

All Six of Boys Who Escaped 
From Boonville Training 
School Recaptured. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 3 
(AP).— six of the ten young con- 
victs who escaped from Algoa State | « 
reformatory Sunday, and all of the 
six boys’ who escaped from the 
Boonville State Training School 
Sunday night have been recap- 
tured. 

Four of the group who slugged

County for grand larceny. 

Two others, Earl Needham and 
Alexander Depadre, were captured 
soon after their escape.

70 PCT. OF SOVIET WOUNDED 
SAID TO RETURN TO BATTLE 


LONDON, Nov. 3 ( 3 (AP). —Such is 
the skill of Soviet scientists and 
surgeons that more than 70 per 
cent of Russian troops wounded in 
battle return to active service, 
Health Commissar G. A. Miterev 
said in a broadcast from Moscow 
yesterday. 

Recalling the tremendous loss of 
life in World War I, the Commissar 
attributed much of this success to 
the greatly increased number of 
transfusions which were made pos- 
sible by the blood of Soviet donors.

CHATSWORTH, Ga. Nov. 3 
(AP).—A mother and five childrén 
were burned to death yesterday in 
a fire,that destroyed their farm 
home near here. The Sheriff said 
Mark Pulliam, 43 years old, the 
father, was arrested at a sawmill 
where he worked and charged with 
murder in connection with the 
deaths. 

The dead were identified as Mrs. 
Pulliam, 39, Alma Jean, Katherine

plies, shipped out from the main 
land, confidently expected to be at- 
tacked, early and heavily; certain- 
ly from the air and probably: by 
surface warships.

At its masthead I 
read such historic battle cries as: 

“We have met the enemy and 
they are ours.” 

“Don’t give up the ship.” 

“T have not yet begun to fight.” 

“Damn the torpedoes, go ahead.”

Stinger,” which appeal most to me, 
as I think they did to Jack ‘Shea, 
Mike Kernodle and all the men of 
the Wasp, were simply: 

“Will you have me surrender to 
a drop of water?”

HAT do you do with fruit- 
flavored gelatine, besides serv- 
ing it plain with cream, or oc- 
casionally adding to it some sliced 
bananas or canned fruit cocktail? 
These sweetened gelatines are a lot 
more versatile than most of us sus- 
pected before sugar rationing start- 
ed us looking around for sugar- 
saver desserts. In today’s récipe, 
milk used instead of water gives ‘it 
more body as well as - ore food 
value, and the addition of a little 
boiled rice, some grated raw apple, 
and a bit of extra flavoring and 
sugar turns plain lemon gelatine 
into a particularly luscious pud- 
ding, chilly and refreshing as ice 
cream. This dessert should be 
served the same day it is made, to 
have its peak quality. 
Apple Rice Mold. 
One-third cup raw rice, one-half 
cup boiling water, one package 
lemon-flavored gelatin, one and 
one-fourth cups milk, four tea- 


, spoons grated lemon rind, one-half 


teaspoon salt, two teaspoons sugar, 


one tart eating apple (one and one- 
fourth cups grated). | 

Rinse rice in cold water and 
cook in about three cups boiling 
water, to which one-half teaspoon 
salt has been added, until rice is 
tender. Drain and rinse in cold 
water. Pour one-half cup boiling 
water over gelatine and stir until 
dissolved; set aside to cool. Pour 
milk in a bowl, add rind, salt and 
sugar. Gradually add cooled lemon 
gelatiné to the milk, stirring con- 
stantly. If mixture curdles beat 
with an egg beater to break up 
curds. Peel apple and grate with a 
medium coarse grater. Stir apple 
and rice into gelatine, chill until 
firm and serve with top milk. Four 
servings.

INDIAN SUMMER 


It is the last spell of warm 
weather before the setting in of 
hard frost, snow and ice; but why 
should it be called Indian summer?

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THE LYON HOME ON SUNRISE MOUNTAIN FARM. 
Chicago Woman's Two Books Have 
Made Her—Among City People— 
an Authority on Life in the Ozarks, 
but Natives Aren't Convinced

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Mo., Nov. 2. 


HEN hard times hit Chi- 
W cazo, Marguerite Lyon took 

to the hills, where the green 
grass grows all around. She went 
back to nature. She bought a 
farm in the Ozarks, where there 
is a great deal of nature, and ain’t 
it grand! Cuddling close to the 
grass roots, she got a new grip 
on herself. Now she is Marge of 
Sunrise Mountain Farm, looked 
upon by herself and her husband 
and a good many city people as 
the greatest living authority on 
Ozark farming, writing books 
about: it, telling everybody how 
wonderful it is. Around here they 
say Marge, as a farmer, is a very 
good ad writer. 


Before Marge took to farming 
that was her job, writing ads. It 
still is, Before her husband, Rob- 
ert, became a farmer he was a 
salesman and he still-is. It was 
a good combination. If an ad 
writer and a salesman couldn’t do 
a good job of farming, who could? 
Between them they could earn 
enough to pay the bills which are 
the main drawbacks to farming in 
the Ozarks, So they made a go of 
it. In Chicago, they rate as shin- 
ing examples of what city folk can 
do on a farm if they set their 
minds to it, Everywhere they go, 
they are asked how they did it 
and how others can go and do 
likewise. 
that Marguerite Lyon, better 
known as Marge, wrote her first 
book, “Take to the Hills,” and it 
is to answer them that she has 
now written her second book, 
“And Green Grass Grows All 
Around” (Bobbs-Merrill Co., In- 
dianapolis). 


In her second book, Mrs, Lyon 
tells again how she and her: hus- 
band happened to take to the hills. 
Since taking to the hills is the 
first step for anybody embarking 
on a farm career, it is what might 
be called important. It was the 
hard times that drove them to it. 
Lyon was a good salesman but 
there was nothing for him to sell. 
His wife still had a job but there 
was no telling when it .would blow 
up in her face. The wolf was 
practically at their door. 


There was one ray of hope. They 
had saved up $1000. They would 
buy a farm in the Ozarks and 
when the worst came they would 
take to the hills and try to scratch 
a living out of the soil. Mrs, Lyon's 
sister wag commissioned to make 
the buy. She found a farm six 
miles north of here which the 
owner was willing to sell if he 
could get his price. The sister said 
she had $1000 to pay for the right 
kind of a farm, The owner 
promptly upped his price to $1000.

The book went pretty good. It 
is astonishing how many city peo- 
ple like to read about the hill- 
billies as seen by a city person.

What the local literati think of 
Marge’s books is about as varied 
as anyone could wish. They are 
practically unanimous in saying 
that the Chicago lady was off 
her beat when she tried to write 
Ozark dialect. There seems to be 
something to what they say. 
Ozark dialect is, after all, rath- 
er difficult to write. It is some- 
thing more than aints and elisions 
and bad spelling. There is such 
a thing as confusing dialectical 
speech and illiteracy. Literate 
persons named and quoted in 


, “Green Grass” sound anything but 


literate. And they don’t like it. 


In the drug store and at the fill- 
ing station and in front of the 
feed store the discussion, rages. 
Some say “green grass” is all right 
and some say it ain’t—isn’t. It’s a 
good deal in the point of view. 

The strictly literary point of view 
is presented in a book review in 
the Mountain View Standard, done 
by Verna Springer, who writes for 
the magazines.

Winter Care of Tender Skin

OOLER houses call for extra ° 


(_ protection for tender skins, to 
avoid excessive roughening and 
drying. If the oils are scant in the 
skin, cold weather may dry up the 
cells of the epidermis and the sur- 
face becomes rough and chapped. 
The skin gets harsh, dry and scaly 
and it may crack when stretched 


as in smiling. 


Don't wash the face just before 
going out into the cold, Bathe it 
the night before with mild soap 
and lukewarm—not hot—water, 
and apply a cold cream containing 
lanolin to soften the outer dried 
skin cells. Some of the cream may 
be left on overnight. The next 
morning, the face may be just 
rinsed with cool water. When you 
are going out into bitter weather, 

| your face with cold cream 
before powdering. 

“The lips should also be protected 


quently when you're in a cold 
wind. ; 

The hands will require special 
care this winter to prevent redness 
and roughness. They should be 
washed only with mild pure: soap 
and lukewarm water, not too hot 


put your bare hands into strong 
cleaning solutions or very hot 
water. At bedtime, massage cold 
cream into them (or use blive oil), 
and wear * pair of old cotton 
gloves overnight. Before going out- 
doors, put on your warmest gloves. 

The skins of arms and legs may 

get red and rough, chapped and 
even painfully irritated, from un- 
due exposure to cold. This skin 
condition calls for a nightly an- 
nointing with olive oil or other 
soothing lotion. — 
_ Don’t take a warm bath imme- 
diately after. coming in or just be- 
fore going out into the cold. Let 
your body and skin capillaries get 
adjusted to the change in temper- 
ature first. Try a handful of starch 
in the bath water, for its soothing 
effect. 

Cold baths stimulate metabolism 
and make us feel warmer after- 
ward than before. We don't recom- 
mend cold plunges or showers for 
everyone, however, as they may be 
too much of a shock to some. The 
bath or shower should start off

Sure, we know that the 
book was not written purely for 
the amusement or consternation of 
Ozark people. But as I have al- 
ready remarked, this is our night 
to yell, so we're gonna make it 
noisy. 

“Now we know from experience 
that Marge is a charming hostess 
and a gay entertainer. But after 
all the gal would sabotage her own 
grandmother if it meant a good 
story. 

“I gave Mrs. Lyon many of the 
recipes used in her chapter: Eats 
in the Ozarks. Then durned if she 
didn’t go stick FLOUR in the rec- 
ipe for Cracklin Bread!” 

Verna also mentions that she 
gave Marge a sketch that ran 10 
pages, and did Marge give her 
credit for it? She did not. 

So Verna suggests that a suit- 
able title for her review of Marge’s 
book would be: “Either Way a Gal 
Jumps She Gets Hit.” 

So far Malindy Donaldson of 
Lost Ranch, who writes the 
Vaughn Backwoods Items for the 
local paper, hasn’t been heard from, 
but_she could say something if she 
wal minded to, for Marge lifted a 
gob of her items and put them 
into her book without giving Ma- 
lindy the credit.

ONG ago when, we were first 
L building the ranch, I wrote 

about this. Now, in the dust 
and confusion of building another 
world, it comes back to me, steady- 
ing me.

No roads, ex- 
cept hand-grubbed trails through 
the tangled chapparal. No water, 
except that which we dragged over 
snagged rocks from a_ distant 
spring.

Health Hazard

HENEVER there is a great 
shifting of population, there 
arise, ipso facto, new health 
problems. The United States is 
facing such a situation now, 
When shifting 
ized 


only a glance at history 

is likely to be a flare-up of world 
wide epidemics—the blaek death, 
cholera, and just yesteryear, ma- 
lignant influenza. ? 

Here, where no such real dislo- 
cation has occurred—no bombing 
of water supplies, sewage disposal 
plants, no destruction of existing 
housing or serious disruption of 
medical service or food supply—we 
need anticipate nothing of that 
kind, but we should bend all 
our energies to see to it that in 
every possible way health agencies 
should be reinforced, augmented, 
preserved and stabilized, 

Unquestionably the most serious 
situation created by the emergency 
is the housing problem. Actual, 
not imaginary, instances are cities 
with a population of 15,000 in 1940 
now having 30,000, and still grow- 
ing. Housing, plumbing, 
disposal for this addition is going 
on. Approximately 440,000 new 
dwelling units are occupied, or in 
construction at the present time.

Medical care is provided in many 
new housing communities by hav- 
ing clinics established on the 
grounds, thus avoiding the, neces- 
sity of a long bus trip and pos- “ 
sibly additional walk to the hos- 
pital facilities in town. Temporary 
but adequate hospitals on the 
grounds are also provided in some 
places. The more of this that is 
done, the better.

T HE paucity of news coming out of Russia these difficult days is 


here. Men like Cy Sulzberger, Wally Carroll, Henry Shapiro, Arch 


Steele, Philip Jordan, Henry Cassidy, Robert Magidoff and Dennis Mo-| 


Avoy are as good and as industrious as any group of reporters in the 


world. The lack of news is caused entirely by the Soviet attitude) 


toward néws. The fact that Soviet censorship is stricter than that of 
any censorship in the world is well known. The reason for its harsh- 
ness is not a0 well known. The Soviet belief is that because there is 
a censorship, it follows that everything which goes out of Russia is in 
effect official news having the stamp of approval of the Kremlin. 


Therefore, individual opinions or speculations are completely out of | 


order. They would not be thought to be opinions of the correspondent 
under whose name the story appears but would be official opinion. 


Sometimes his love for Russia 
and his confidence in the ability 
of the Red Army would shake 
Lozovsky out of his calm, The day 
before we were forced to evacuate 
Moscow, he held his last press con- 
ference in the capital. We knew 
that things were not going well. 
There was hard fighting in the 
region of Mozhaisk, 60 miles west 
of the city. If the Germans broke 
through there they would have. a 
clear path to the city. We asked 
Lozovsky several questions as to 
this possibility and possibility of 
the Government evacuating. 


“The Government will not 


move!” He banged the table force-| 


fully. “The Germans will never 
take Moscow. Understand that.. 
They will never take Moscow.” He 
was a Russian speaking of his 
soul. He was a Muscovite, talking 
of his city. 

This then was the man I was 
on my way to see. The Narko- 
mindel housed the Foreign Office 
under whose jurisdiction the cen- 
sors operated. It is a large build- 
ing just opposite the gloomy-look- 
ing Lubianka, scene of a thousand 
stories of fiction and fact, techni- 
cally, the Central Prison of Mos- 
cow. It didn’t look like a prison. 
It looked like a huge office build- 
ing. It was here that the confes- 
siong were extracted from those 
who were tried in the purge of 
1938. I spoke to Poles who had 
spent considerable time _ there. 
They liked it better than most 
prisons. 

. “Has a fine library,” one of them 
told me. “Full of Soviet literature, 
of course, but none the less excel- 
lent. And they leave you alone 
in the Lubianka. My God, how 
they leave you alone! That is the 
worst that can happen to you, just 
to be left alone, week after week, 
month after month.” 

Pulgonov was with Lozovsky 
when I went in. Pulgonov was our 
bete noire. He was so shortsight- 
ed that when he read our stories, 
he had te hold them within a few 
inches of his eyes. Then he didn’t 
know 100 English words. We often 
remonstrated with Lozovsky and 
Oumansky about the personnel of 
the censors. Couldn’t they get men 
who understood English? After 
all, we all wrote in English. This 
ig a criticism of censorship in gen- 
eral and Russian censorship in 
particular. One could not, for ex- 
ample, inquire too closely, in Eng- 
lish or Russian, about the so-called 
enemies of the State. Stalin has 
his own way of defining them. 
Once more let me emphasize that 
this is no criticism of Communism. 
In Russia, any one who criticises 
the Government is an enemy of 
the State. Harsh as Stalin’s meth- 
ods are, he has a complete answer, 
a complete justification for the 
ruthless quelling of opposition. To- 
day ,there is not one fifth column- 
ist, not one Quisling at liberty in 
Soviet Russia. 

The Germans tried desperately to 
set up local tribunals with local 
citizens as nominal heads of the 
tribunals when they captured cities 
like Odessa, Kiev and the others 
which fell to them during the suc- 
cessful march through the south, 
last autumn. But in no case were 
they successful. Potential ‘Quis- 
lings were all in the work camps of 
the far north. Stalin knew what 
he was doing back in 1938. Rus- 
sia’s magnificent unity today, and 
her completely unbroken spirit 
after the dreadful tragedy bf that 
German advance, is proof of the 
fact that Russia accepted the 
purge and approved of Stalin’s 
“You can’t make an omelet with- 

. Out breaking eggs” policy. 


Lozovsky got to the point quick- 
ly. “I have been talking to Ouman- 
sky,” he said. “We would like you 
to make a film of us, a film about 
how Moscow is fighting back to- 
day. We have such a film made 
and you can see it and use what 
you want, throw away the rest and 
send camera men anywhere you 
wish to get new material. We have 
all seen ‘London Can Take It,’ and 
we are anxious to show the world 
how Moscow, too, is unafraid. I 
have spoken with Serge Eisenstein, 
and ne is anxious to work with 

ou. 

‘It was difficult not to blurt out, 
“My God, yes, Anyone would be 
glad of the privilege of working 
with Eisenstein.” 

“T’d love to do it,” I told Lozov- 
sky, “but I’m busy. As you know, 
I'm desperately anxious to inter- 
view Stalin. Both Beaverbrook and 
Harriman think it would be a great 
idea to get a good human interest 
story about him across to Britain 
and, America.” (This was, of 
course, & downright lie; neither 
Beaverbrook nor Harriman cared 
whether or not I got a story from 
Stalin.) “So, Mr. Vice-Commissar, 
I am spending all my time 
trying to arrange interview with 
Stalin. Of course, if I could get it, 
I would have plenty of time then 
to work on the picture.” 

. 


I thought he was going to say, 

“Touche.” He knew what I 
meant, all right. The Russians are 
very fine traders. They have the 
bargaining instinct to a very great 
degree. My colleagues had taught 
me ‘that. 

“We would be glad to pay you 
well for making the picture,” Lo- 
zovsky ventured. 

“I don’t make 
money,” I told him. 
take anything for ‘London Can 
Take It.’ I'd be glad to be able to 
present Moscow as she is today if 
only to show my admiration for 
your wonderful people. It is mere- 
ly that I am so busy. But if I could 
see Stflin. .. .” 

“Well, we'll see what we can do,” 
Lozovsky said. “I can’t promise. 
However, I will do my best. And 
so, Eisenstein will phone you to- 
morrow. Will you talk it over 
with him?” 

“As long as you have promised 
to do what you can to get me that 
interview,” I said, “I'll stop all 
work that I’m doing and spend 
all my time with Eisenstein. I'll 
be glad to make the picture. Sup- 
pose we call it ‘Moscow Fights 
Back’?” 

“Fine, fine.” Lozovsky was very 
Pleased and so was I. I'd always 
wanted to meet Eisenstein. I’d 
seen lots of his pictures and I’d 
heard his pupils talk about him 
with awe. He did very little direct- 
ing, but he headed the Academy in 
Moscow where directors. were 
made. Herbert Marshall, not the 
actor but the British director, 
had told me that he had gone 
through LEisenstein’s three-year 
course. Eisenstein began by tell- 
ing his pupils that they couldn’t 
make pictureg unless they were fa- 
miliar with the 
Shakespeare, Dostoyevsky and oth- 
er great writers: unless they were 
familiar with Beethoven, Tschai- 
kowsKy and Rimsky-Korsakoff. 
When a director emerged with his 
degree from Eisenstein’s Academy, 
he was as much at home in a 
concert hall as he was in a cut- 
ting-room, and he knew the phil- 
osophy of Marx ag well as he knew 
his way around a dolly or a make- 
up box. : 

The next day Eisenstein phoned,

cow studio. Eisenstein is a man 
you like at first sight. He is huge, 
vigorous, full of robust laughter. 
He had an hour of film taken of 
Moscow defenses. It seemed pret- 
ty flat to me, but my awe of Eisen- 
stein was such that I hated to say 
it. But he said it for me. 

“Maybe you could cut this down 
to about 1500 feet,” he suggested. 
“Write a commentary to fit it, and 
then that'll be all. Have you any 
ideas about adding anything?” 

“Yes,” I said, a bit reluctantly. 
I wanted to learn from the master; 
not to have to display my ignor- 
ance to him, “There’s no music in 
the picture. EXvery night recruits 
go through the square, presumably 
on the way to the front. They are 
always singing. Usually they sing 
‘Moskva, Moskva,’ a good song 
with plenty of melody.

A sequence showing 
Stalin at work would be some- 
thing; a few shots showing the 
Kremlin grounds and the beau- 
tiful interiors would present 
something never shown before, I 
decided to write my commentary 
first and then make the film fit 
it, Harry Watt and I had worked 
in that way when making “Lon- 
don Can Take It.” How I wished 
Harry was with me in Moscow! 
I could only think of the magnifi- 
cent picture he would make un- 
hampered by budgets or Govern- 
ment regulations. I tried hard to 
remember some of the technique 
I'd picked up from Harry and 
Humphrey Jennings when we 
worked together. 

Phtases of Harry’s came back 
to me as I worked over the com- 
mentary. The theme would be not
